fiv e remaining weeks of winter. 
Well, that certainly is super- 
optimism. but it must be admitted 
that it’s within the range of ex­ 
treme 
possibility—if. 
The 
“If” 
would be a collapse of the Nazi 
front, either remiltlng in debacle 
or quick withdrawal to. say, the 
Brest 
Litov sk-Carpathians 
line 
through Poland, which might be 
Hitler’s last stand before falling 
back to the German frontier. 
The whole Nazi front in the 
Ukraine 
is. shiv ering 
like 
an 
autumn 
leaf and 
the 
northern 
flank, in the Leningrad zone, is 
in jeopardy. 
Should Finland suddenly make 
peace terms with Russia, thereby 
uncov ering the German wing on 
the Baltic, almost anything could 
happen. Red airmen again bombed 
Helsinki, the capital, last night— 
just as a reminder that there’s no 
time like the present. 
Ho w e v e r , the purpose of this 
article isn’t to dilate on this 
highly speculativ e contingency of 
wholesale German retreat, but to 
consider what happens when the 
Hitlerites do make their big with­ 
drawal. as they surely must. Daily 
one hears the query: 
Will the Russians keep on driv ­ 
ing right into Germany, no matter 
whether the Anglo-American inv a­ 
sion has reached Hitler’s western 
border? 
Supposing (and this is 
aeked in sepulchral v oice) the Red 
army is first in the reich? 
It would (be interesting to know 
whence comes the odd notion that 
the Russians are bound to with­ 
hold the coup de grace from Hitler 
until the western Allies are on the 
ground or that the latter will hold 
their hands If they happen to be 
first in the field. The idea Is ab­ 
surd. 
O P course the Red forces will 
continue the chase until the 
Nazis yell for mercy. 
Indeed, the 
Hitlerites will be lucky if they’re 
able in gome cases to holler loud 
enough to make^themsglv es heard. 
H um an'natiife l&eltjg what It is, 
it’s likely that neither the Musco­ 
v ites nor the Anglo-American pair 
would be happy to arriv e in Ber­ 
lin last. 
All the big three would 
like to be present at the barbecue 
to keep an eye on dev elopments— 
political, for instance. 
Howev er, the war will go forward 
hell-bent, 
irrespectiv e 
of 
theee 
undercurrents of human nature. 
Presumably 
the 
Moecow 
and 
Teheran conferences of the Big 
Three discussed all the possibili­ 
ties which could sprout from war’s 
end and planned accordingly. The 
Moscow pact pledged unity in war 
and in peace and the United Na 
tlons will hav e to place their trust 
in that. 
ONE of Russia’s early Interests 
surely will rest In the punish­ 
ment of Nazis guilty of atrocities 
in Sov iet territory and there is a 
terrific black-list of names pre­ 
pared. 
The Allies agreed on retribution 
and that It should be carried out 
in the territory where the crime 
was committed. 
Time will tell whether the Mus­ 
cov ites will seize all guilty Ger­ 
mans 
possible 
immediately 
and 
rush them off to Russia to pay 
the penalty. 
It's difficult to im­ 
agine 'Ixindon or Washington weep­ 
ing ov er such procedure. 
We also know through a lecture 
by Prof. Eugene Varga In Moscow 
that the Sov iet intends to demand 
that sev eral million enemy work­ 
men be compelled to go to Russia 
to repair some of the awful dam­ 
age wrought by the Germans, 
The Sov iet doesn’t want money: 
it wants sweat and brawn to do 
rebuilding. It’s interesting to note 
in this connection that the Rus­ 
sians will hav e a host of German 
prisoners at the end of the conflict 
and it seems possible that Moscow 
will ask the other Allies to agree 
that these men remain in the Sov i­ 
et for work.

But the first aerial assault on

Wednesday, 
marked a significant extension of 
American bombing m inions into 
the mandated Caroline islands be­ 
tween the Marshalls and the Phil­ 
ippines.

mention of anti-aircraft fire at

In the central Pacific, army and 
nav y bombers hit two enemy-held 
atolls in the Marshalls Monday and 
Tuesday, 
Allied planes met Intense ack- 
ack bursts In a low-lev el sweep 
ov er Kav ieng Tuesday. 
EJight of 
the raiders were shot down, but 
15 orew members were rescued 
through the heroic efforts of Lt. 
(jg) Nathan G. Goi'don of Morrll- 
ton. Ark., who landed his flying 
boat in the teeth of enemy shore 
fire to pick up the men. 
Town Left ‘Mass Of Flames’ 
Gen. 
MacArthur’s 
communique 
reported that the town of Kav ieng 
was left a “mass of flames and 
smoke” by the 
65-ton bombing 
which also destroyed a 3,000-ton 
enemy cargo ship, three coastal 
Tessels and sev eral ssmaller craft. 
Other Allied bombers pounded 
enemy po silto ns at Jacqulnot bay. 
on the southeast coast, and Tala- 
sea and Cape Hoskins, on the north 
centTa l sector of New 
Britain. 
American ground forces cleared 
the Borgen Bay-Cape Hensing area 
on the Inv aded western tip of the 
island. 
U. S. and New Zealand troops 
hav e consolidated their positions 
on the Green islands, 120 miles 
east of 
Rabaul, 
MacArthur an­ 
nounced. 
The little coral bases were occu­ 
pied Monday and ’Tuesday to cut 
C'ff supply traffic for an estimated 
22,000 Japanese in the northern 
Solomons. 
On the biggest land front of the 
Pacific war. Indian troops fought 
off Japanese attempts to encircle 
Allied forces in the Mayu moun­ 
tains of southwest Burma. 
Tjie Indians held to their posi­ 
tion commanding the Ngakyedauk 
pass, main communications link 
between the Allied array and its 
bases in India. 
The New Delhi communique said 
Japanese attempting to cross the 
west bank of the Chindiwin riv er 
to the north were driv en back.

FARM DEFERRED 
FACE ARMY CALL 


Induction Set For Those Not 


Contributing Crop Share 


By The Asssciated Press. 
WASHINGTON. Feb. 17—Draft 
boards today were ordered to re­ 
v iew the cases of 1,700,000 deferred 
farm workers and cancel the defer­ 
ments of those not contributing 
their share of production in the 
light of increased crop goals for 
1944. 
Selectiv e s e r v i c e announced 
boards are not expected to con 
tinue to defer a farm worker un­ 
less he produces ”by his own per­ 
sonal and direct efforts” at least 
16 "war units” a year. 
There was no estimate how many 
farmers the new policy will throw 
into the armed forces. But selec­ 
tiv e serv ice left no doubt it Is 
taking drastic action. 
Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, se­ 
lectiv e serv ice director, declined 
at a news conference to estimate 
how many farm workers might be 
drafted under the new policy, 
“We don’t hav e the means of 
making ev en an intelligent guess,” 
he said. 
Hershey Stresses Demands 
Asked whether the new regula­ 
tions will slow drafting of fathers 
outside of agricultural work, Her­ 
shey replied: 
“It would be easy to say this 
would ease the situation because 
It will Increase the pool of av ail­ 
able men. But we’re down to the 
place where we’v e got to get a few 
here and a few there. The de­ 
mands are so great that I wouldn’t 
ev en want to make an estimate of 
a minute’s difference in induction 
of fathers.” 
He reported that between 60,- 
0(M) 
and 
70,000 
pre-war fathers 
were inducted 
in January, the 
largest number in any one month. 
This brought the total number of 
fathers drafted since such Induc­ 
tions began Oct. 1 to between 160,- 
000 and 170.000, as of Feb. 1.

in 
January, 
Hershey said, ran about 200,000, 
or about 100,000 below the January 
quota. Thus, he pointed out, in 
each of the last four months, 
draft boards hav e failed by about 
100,000 to meet their calls.

Hurl Fierce Counter-Blows 


As Russians Drive For 


Base On Two Sides

MOSCOW. Feb. 17 — The Red 
army met increased resistance as 
it drov e upon the great communi 
cations huh of Pskov from two di­ 
rections today, but northwest of 
the city, where Lake Peipus joins 
Lake Pskov . Sov iet troops who cap 
tured the town of Saolv a. dev elop­ 
ed a new threat to the Pskov -Riga 
trunk railway. 
Saolv a is on the eastern shore 
of the Lake Peipus narrows, which 
are less than a mile wide in some 
places. 
Any 
push across 
here, 
followed by a driv e to the south, 
would land the Russians along the 
railway and highway to Riga and 
would mean a march of only 25 
miles. 
This newest threat to Pskov Is 
the most dangerous confronting 
the city, anchor of the German 
defense system in that area. 
The army newspaper Red Star 
said the Germans are counter-at­ 
tacking v iolently south and south­ 
east of Gdov In the Lake Peipus 
region, where the Russians are 30 
miles from Pskov . 
On the twin driv e south and 
southwest from 
Luga, the 
Red 
army met hard going as it press­ 
ed down both sides of the Lenln- 
grad-Pskov railway. 
Red Star said the Nazis are 
blowing up all railway and road 
brldgeg in 
the sector and 
are 
building tree barricades across the 
trunk highway, which runs in a 
southwesterly 
direction 
between 
Luga and Pskov . 
Russians Leave Highway 
The Russians, howev er, are go­ 
ing off the highway to cut around 
fortified v illages and then seizing 
German communications 
in 
the 
rear. 
In the upper corner of the Dnie­ 
per bend the Red army subdued 
Field Marshal Fritz v on Mann* 
stein’s heav y tank thrusts north 
of Zhenlgorodka yesterday and re­ 
captured 
two 
important 
towns, 
Yablonov ka and Taraschcha, re­ 
spectiv ely 10 and 22 miles south­ 
east of Belya Tserkov . 
Defeated here, Von Mannsteln 
launched new counter-blows south­ 
west of Zhenlgorodka seeking to 
reliev e the encircled 10 German 
div isions near Korsun. 
Dispatches 
said 
the 
trapped 
Nazis are making desperate efforts 
to get- out of the narrowing pocket 
wit9 their remaining tanks. All 
such attempts so far hav e been re­ 
pulsed. 
Thousands 
of 
prisoners 
hav e been taken, dispatches said. 
A dispatch from the Cherkasy 
sector to the newspaper Prav da 
said the c*ondition of the roads, 
which forced the Russians to carry 
all ammunition, food and supplies 
to their adv anced units, has pre­ 
v ented extermination of the 10 
trapped div isions before this. 
On the most suutbern reaches of 
the Dnieper riv er Red army forces 
are massed on the riv er’s eastern 
bank for an attack on Kherson. A 
dispatch to the newspaper Izv es- 
tia said today:

/''yBSERVERS in London, taking 
a rosy view of the amazing 
way the Red armies are ravaging 
the Hitlerian war front, are specu­ 
lating on the possibility of the Rus­ 
sians completely clearing their ter­ 
ritory of the invaders during the 
five remaining weeks of winter. 
Well, that certainly is super- 
optimism, but it must be admitted

Litovsk-Carpathians 
line 
through Poland, which might be 
Hitler’s last stand before falling 
back to the German frontier.

leaf and 
the 
northern 
flank, in the Leningrad zone, is 
in Jeopardy. 
Should Finland suddenly make 
peace terms with Russia, thereby 
uncovering the German wing on 
the Baltic, almost anything could 
happen. Red airmen again bombed 
Helsinki, the capital, last night— 
just as a reminder that there’s no 
time like the present. 
H 
OWEVER, the purpose of this 
article isn’t to dilate on this 
highly speculative contingency of 
wholesale German retreat, but to 
consider what happens when the 
Hitlerites do make their big with­ 
drawal, as they surely must. Daily 
one hears the query: 
Will the Russians keep on driv­ 
ing right into Germany, no matter 
whether the Anglo-American inva­ 
sion has reached Hitler’s western 
border? 
Supposing (and this is 
asked in sepulchral voice) the Red 
army is first in the reich? 
It would be interesting to know 
whence comes the odd notion that 
the Russians are bound to with­ 
hold the coup de grace from Hitler 
until the western Allies are on the 
ground or that the latter will hold 
their hands if they happen to be 
first In the field.

It’s difficult to im­ 
agine London or Washington weep­ 
ing over such procedure.

Soviet troops who cap 
tured the town of Saolva, develop­ 
ed a new threat to the Pskov-Riga 
trunk railway. 
Saolva is on the eastern shore 
of the Lake Peipus narrows, which 
are less than a mile wide in some 
places. 
Any 
push across here, 
followed by a drive to the south, 
would land the Russians along the 
railway and highway to Riga and 
would mean a march of only 25 
miles. 
This newest threat to Pskov Is 
the most dangerous confronting 
the city, anchor of the German 
defense system in that area.

I even have heard of 
one instance (it may b e true or 
false b ut It Isn’t In the least far­ 
fetched) in wiilch one government 
official has a secretary accompany 
him to all social functions, to note 
down every "howdy -do, 
how-are- 
y ou” and the answers there-to— 


Just in case some one trie« lo trip 
him up on 
e slip of the tongue 
or an unintentional innuendo. 
It’s a gad « tate of affalrs—one 
that on first examination seems 
to b e more naturally a feater on 
the cancer ot fascism than on the 
healthy growth of a democracy 
- luit «0 » ecoiwl glance I'm not io 
sure. 
In the first place, none ot this 
Buapicious doub le-checking is done 
with any Idea of catching spies. 
Fop the most part, that is up to the 
FBI, secret service and a few 
minor 
congressional 
committees 
and government agencies. 
Why then, y ou may well ask, 
is there any justification for all 
this suspicion in the nation’s capi­ 
tal? The answer Is to keep the un­ 
scrupulous, 
the overly -anib itlous, 
the 
“lust • for • power-and-money ” 
b oy s from taking over the war 
effort. Some of them are a very 
real threat and no figment Of the 
fiction writers' imaginations. 
If WPB Chief Donald Nelaon 
hadn’t b eaten off the wolves that 
tried to get hold of the war pro­ 
duction b oard, our war effort might 
well have b een another story . If 
his Deputy Chief Charles K. Wil­ 
son could have b een run out of 


town b y some of the men who 
wanted to lake over, there might 
have b een a production b ottleneck 
at the very peak of the war ef­ 
fort.

methods 
they used to keep job s sought b y 
the unscni'pulous. b ut In view of 
their recordB their sincerity hard­ 
ly can b e doub ted. If they had steno­ 
graphic or even dictaphone recorda 
of conversations made of inter­ 
views with persons who they had 
reason to b elieve might mlsquole 
them, they were only employ ing a 
method highly approved b y modern 
crime detection.

**T WAS mighty dub ious ab out that map he gave 
1 me and I stay ed up all night to get to the 
b ank and shove it through. I know on© of the 
officials there and when I handed him the paper 
I a« ked him to see if it was good. He said ‘Just 
a minute’ and walked away . When he cam© b ack 
he whispered to me: 'The genfleraan’a b alance 
is $1,200,000.’ 
"The shock to me,” said my gamb ler friend, 
"came when I got to thinking of how much Blore 
I could have b eat the Jap for.” 
I had forgotten ell ab out the Jap until I ran 
into LestM* Allen, the famous little comedian, 
the other day . Lester was on the trip that is 
supposed to have b een the last chapter in the 
Jap’s life and wa« one of many who were Inter­ 
rogated so often ab out the m atter hy the Au­ 
thorities that It got to b e a gag. 
The William Morris theatrical b ooking office in 
New York used to promote summer cruises on 
b ig liners to Halifax and Bermuda and this 
was one of those cruises around 1628 on the Bel- 
gianland. Allen and Pcpe d’Alb rew and Frances 
White and Sam Hearn and RusBell Petterson and 
other noted professionals were on the trip, a.s Les­ 
ter recalls, and they put on entertainment for the 
other passengers, who Included Broadway facers 
and upatate folk and this Jap fellow. 
He h a d his y oung daughter with him in charge 
Of a b eautiful b londe governess. She was an 
American, His wife, a Japanese, remained home 
in New York. On the night b efore the ship made 
New York on its return trip the Jap vanished. 
\5Ttether he fell overb oard, a suicide, or the vic­ 
tim of violence, never was disclosed. 
Lester Allen was one of the last who clapped 
ey es on him. He saw the Jap entering his cab in 
the night of the disappearance. 
There was a great hullab aloo ab out the mat­ 
ter, the passengers b eing held ab oard shfcp awhile 
and then kept in New York for questioning until 
they wore pretty much tuckered out. The ofli- 
clals centered their attention on aome of the aol- 
ors. and of course on the b eautiful b londe, hut 
uothlng came of the Inquiry .

The Monastery 


It Has Been A National Monument But Monks Have 


Lived In It And Run It Like Their Own Property 


F 
AMED Monte Cassino m onas­ 
tery. 
smashed 
by 
American 
bombs 
because 
German 
soldiers 
used it Tor a fort, has been a 
national monument and Hie pro­ 
perty of tho Italian governm ent 
but its monks have lived in it and 
run it Just as if it were their own 
property. 
Included in the buildings, which 
formed a vast. rectangular pile, was 
a lay school for boys and two 
seminaries. 
The monks have run the school* 
and as custodians of the ancient 
cradle of the Order of SU. Benedict 
one of their chief duties has been 
the care of the abbey’s priceless 
archives, which the Germans said 
were removed before the attack. 
These 
archives 
include 
many 
documents relating to the 1,400- 
year history of the abbey ae well 
as 1,400 ancient m anuscripts on 
church and historical subjects, 
Monte Cassino became a national 
monument in 1866 under a decree 
of the governm ent which made 
all m onasteries 
property of the 
Ktate. Bot there wa* no attem pt 
lo evict, the monks. They remained 
as custodians and carried on their 
work as before. 
The abbey of Monte Cassino wa* 
founded by St. Benedict about 529. 
The town of C asaquin, now C as­ 
sino, lying 
at the foot of the 


mountain had been destroyed by 
the Goths some 35 years previously 
On the sum m it was a temple of 
Apalio and 
people of the town 
still are pagans. 
Benedict's first act was to break 
the imago of Apollo and destroy 
the altar and on the site of the 
pagan tem ple he built a church 
dedicated to St. John the Beptist. 
After St. Benedict’s death the mon­ 
astery flourished until 580 when it 
was pillaged and burned by the 
Lombards. 
Monte 
Cassino abbey was 
re­ 
stored In 718. Toward tho end of 
the ninth century it was destroyed 
partly and 
some 
of 
its 
monks 
killed by the Saracens who had 
over-run I hat part of Italy. its res­ 
toration was complete by 949. 
The nam e of the abbey reached 
its height under Abbot Deeiderius, 
who became Pope Victor III in 
1086. 
The buildings of the m onastery 
were re-constructed on a magnifi­ 
cent 
scale, 
with 
artists 
being 
brought from other parts of Italy 
to supervise the work. 
The abbey church 
wa* under 
construction 
from 
1637 to 1727. 
Elaborate and profusely decorated, 
it contained som e‘ of the finest 
examples 
of 
Florentine 
Mosaic 
work in Italy.

German use of the m onastery of M oats Cas­ 
sino and their decision to resolve It by treating 
the landm ark aa a m ilitary objective is the first 
full trial of popular oontldsncs Im w hat undoubt­ 
edly will be a aerial during the battle of Italy.

No one ever had 
doubted th at tim Germ ans would exploit every 
possibility of m ilitary advantage in Italy, with­ 
out regard to the preservation of monuments and 
shrines. 
After Monte Cassino, there is no further rea­ 
son to donbt th at Allied commanders, when every 
other possibility has been exhausted, will pro­ 
ceed to drive back the Germans in Italy, regard­ 
less of where they choose to make their stand.

50 times as large. 
Strewn over the length of the 
granR-tufted field are *even tunkx, 
lying like prone football players 
who missed tackle* when a oppos­ 
ing player ran for a touchdown.

about like excited spectators, ars 
herds of camels and cattle. 
They are shepherded by Arabs, 
whose hooded robe* make them 
look like substitute football players 
wearing parkas at a late November 
game. 
Surrounding the super-sized Yale 
Bowl are dark blue m ountains that 
have watched the Romans and the 
Arabs and the French and the Ger­ 
mans and finally the Americans 
win this territory.

A few month* ago, I wrote In 
this column that there was more 
wire-tapping in W ashington today 
than ever before in spite of the 
fact that there are laws governing 
wire-tapping (which consist* both 
of listening in on telephone con­ 
versations and making autom atic 
record logs of them ). 
There was no denial and well 
there w asn’t because it came from 
an agency of our governm ent bast 
in a position to know. 
Since then, I have found th at 
stenographic records of telephone 
conversations, personal Interviews, 
and even so-called “ofM he-racord” 
conferences are more the rule than 
the exception. I even have heard of 
one instance (it may he tim# or 
false but It isn’t in the least far­ 
fetched) in which one government 
official has a secretary accompany 
him to all social functions, to note 
down 
every “howdy-do, 
how-are- 
you” and the answ ers there-to— 


just. in case some one tries to trip 
htm up on a slip of the tongue 
or an unintentional innuendo. 
It’a a sad elate of affairs—one 
that on first examination seems 
to b# more naturally a feater on 
the cancer of fascism than on the 
healthy growth 
of a democracy 
—but on second glance I’m not so 
sure. 
In the first place, none of this 
suspicious double-checking is done 
with any idea of catching spies. 
For the most part, that is up to the 
FBI, 
secret 
service and 
a 
few 
minor 
congressional 
com m ittees 
and governm ent agendas. 
W hy then, you may well ask, 
is thor# any justification for all 
this suspicion in the nation’s capi­ 
tal f Th* answ er Is to keep the un- 
scrupulous, 
th* 
overly-ambitious, 
th* 
“lust * for * power-and-money’’ 
boys from taking over the war 
effort. Borne of them ere a very 
reel threat and no figment of the 
fiction w riters’ im aginations. 
If WPB 
Chief 
Donald 
Nelson 
hadn't beaten off the wolves that 
tried to get hold of the w ar pro­ 
duction board, our war effort might 
well have been another alory. If 
his Deputy Chief Charles K. Wil­ 
son could have been run out of 


town by some of the men who 
wanted to take over, there might 
have been a production bottleneck 
at the very peak of the war ef­ 
fort. 
I use these names only because 
I 
have no 
Idea 
what 
methods 
they used to keep Jobs sought by 
th# unscrupulous, but in view of 
their records their sincerity hard­ 
ly can be doubted, lf they had steno­ 
graphic or even dictaphone records 
of conversations made of inter­ 
views with persons who they had 
reason to believe might misquote 
them, they were only employing a 
method highly approved by modern 
crime detection. 
I don’t think that either Neb 
eon or Wilson had to use these 
much 
criticised 
systems. 
Their 
fights were too much in the open. 
But 
other 
governm ent 
officials 
have used them and the only ques­ 
tion Is w hether they were justified 
In fighting fire with fire or were 
merely trying to hide their own in­ 
efficiencies by using a very danger­ 
ous extinguisher. 
Still. I think that it's a pretty 
sad comm entary on a democracy 
th at’s going all-out for the war ef­ 
fort that there ha* to be so much 
simpleton around the national capi­ 
tal.

A Jap Named Yamamoto Went For His 


Gambling In A Big Way, Owing Some 


$600,000 When He Vanished

S 
PEAKING of Japs, there was one around New 
York city in the late ’2iYs who wa# a gambl 
ing fool. He played higher than a cat's back. Hi# 
fadeout rem ains one of th# classic m ysteries ol 
the big town to this day. 
His name was something like Yamamoto. He 
was a silk arni antiques Importer. The first lim# 
I ever heard of him was through a gam bler ac­ 
quaintance. of mine who was sneaking a wheel 
around New York in those days. meaning he was 
operating roulette on the sly. He had one setup 
in an elaborate penthouse. 
Well, this gambler came along one noon when 
I was standing in front of the tavern On W. 
48th at. and said he had Just come from a bank 
ovar on Fifth ave. where he had m et with a 
terrible shock. 
“I had a check for $50,000 from a Jap vjho was 
in my place last night,” he said. “He wanted to 
go further With me but I couldn’t let him because 
I didn’t know who he was and he didn’t look 
like real big money to me. And I never saw 
a Jap high player before. 


“ t WAB mighty dubious about that map he gave 
' me and I stayed up all night to get to the 
bank and shove it through. I know one of the 
officials there and when I handed him the paper 
I asked him to see if it was good. He said ‘Just 
a m inute’ and walked away. W hen he cam e back 
he whispered to me: 'The gentlem an's balance 
Is $1,200,000.' 
“The shock to me,” said my gam bler friend, 
“came when I got to thinking of how much store 
I could have beet the Jap for.” 
I bad forgotten all about the Jap until I ran 
into L ester Allen, the famous little comedian, 
the other day. Lester was on the trip th at Is 
supposed to have been the last chapter In the 
Ja p ’a life and wa* one of many who were inter­ 
rogated bo often about the m atter hy the au­ 
thorities th et it got to be a gag. 
The W illiam Morris theatrical hooking office in 
New York used to promote sum m er cruise* on 
big liners to Halifax and Bermuda end this 
was one of tho*# cruises around 1828 on the Bei- 
gianland. Allen and Pepe d’Albrew and Frances 
W hite and 8 am Hearn and Russell Petterson and 
other noted professionals were on the trip. as Les­ 
ter recalls, and (hey put on entertainm ent for the 
other passengers, who included Broadwayfafera 
and upstate folk and this ja p fellow. 
HE HAD his young daughter with him in charge 
of a beautiful blonde governess. She was an 
American. H is wife. a Japanese, rem ained home 
in New York. On the night before the ship made 
New York on Its return trip the Jap vanished. 
W hether he fell overboard, a suicide, or the vic­ 
tim of violence, never wra* disclosed. 
Lester Allen was one of the last who clapped 
eyes on him. He saw the Jap entering his cabin 
the night of the disappearance. 
There was a great hullabaloo about the m et­ 
ier, the passengers being held aboard ship awhile 
and then kept in New York for questioning until 
they wore pretty much tuckered out. The offi­ 
cials centered their attention on some of the act­ 
or*. and of course on the beautiful blonde, but 
nothing came of the inquiry. 
Afterwards stories began popping up. as is 
usual in all cases of mysterious disappearances, 
of the Jap ’s being seen her# and there. The Isnt 
story I heard was that he wa* seen hack in his 
home in Japan, though w hether lie got there by 
swimming, or never lrft the boat at all and later 
found some means of transportation, was not 
stated. 
I think the most significant feature of his dis­ 
appearance was the fact that it WSB said to have 
been disclosed In an investigation of hi* priva'a 
affairs th at he owed gam blers $600,000. He really

ganization,” but added the comm it­ 
tee "will continue to keep a watch­ 
ful eye on those connected with 
the movement.” 
Religious Leaders Are Contacted 
One of the main items Dies said 
he will hand over to Atty. den. Bid­ 
dle is a letter com m ittee investi­ 
gators obtained from the organiza­ 
tion’s files and which, the commit­ 
tee said, was te n t to 57 prom inent 
religious leaders last October. 
The letter, the report said. In­ 
vited religious leaders to "publicly 
request all the followers of Christ 
under your banner a t once to lay 
down their arm s and cease support­ 
ing this war.” 
In its judgment, the committee 


said, “the mailing of each and 
every one of these letters from the 
office of the Peace Now move­ 
m ent w a s a seditious act deliber­ 
ately 
designed 
to 
lead 
toward 
wholesale treason on the part of 
the arm ed forces of the United 
S tates” and involved "a plan for 
m ass 
treason 
which

colossal in its conception.” 
Officers Identified 
A follow-up letter, the comm it­ 
tee reported, expressed belief it 
would be preferable for Christians 
to be "guilty of treason to this ad­ 
m inistration than guilty of treason 
to C hrist.” 
The committee said Peace Now 
was organized last year to work 
for a negotiated peace.

The scientists said bottle caps

such agricultural 
by -products as 
wheat straw , 
cornstalk s, 
peanut 
shells and flax shives. 
With the sam e plastic, they pro­ 
duced 
experim entally 
such 
arti­ 
cles as pencil and pin tray s, drink ­ 
ing cups and fuse parts. 
They developed another plastic i 
called "noreseal” from peanut shell 
piths and other farm products, de-i 
signed as a substitute for cork m; 
thin 
disk s

bottle caps. 
Feathers Made Into Glue 
The researchers developed 
an 
effective glue from usually -wasted; 
poultry feathers, then found it also- 
could be used effectively as an in-i 
side coating for fibre containers,;

They didn’t offer details on the 
formula, but said the quarterm as­ 
ter corps wants to supply service­ 
men with the new dish. 
Soy Flour Recipes Given 
Other developments on the food 
front: 
Recipes have been developed for 
using soy flour and grits in every 
ty pe of dish from soup to des­ 
sert.

While developing new food pfoJ- 
ucts for the arm ed forces, includ­ 
ing dehy drated fruit bars, the re­ 
searchers did not neglect the ani­ 
mals that go to war.

TO WAR'S NEEDS 


Quick End To Capital Goods 


Shipments To Britain Set 


By The Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON. Feb. 17 — Vir­ 
tual elimination of capital ..goods 
shipments to Britain under lend- 
lease is understood to have been 
agreed upon by British and Amer­ 
ican supply officials here. 
The decision is one of numerous 
adjustm ents being made to keep 
lend-Iease exports closely geared 
to m ilitary needs. 
For several months the quantity 
of machinery going to Britain has

The approaching climax of the

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Headache Of Income Tax Returns Relieved FARMERS TO AIR 
If You Heed These Few Simple Instructions 


A 
prescription 
for 
avoiding 
some of the headaches suffered 
when struggling with the compli­ 
cated income tax forms was pro­ 
vided today by Deputy Collector 
Corliss S. Myers who suggested 
some simple precautions that all 
taxpayers can take. 
First of all, said 
Mr. 
Myers, 
make sure that before going to the 
postoffice basem ent to file your 
return that you have printed at 
the top of your form the following: 
Your name, your address, and 
the name and address of your 
employer. 
The deputy collector on duty 
will help you fill out the rest of 
the form, but Mr. Myers pointed 
out that the biggest reason for the 
slowness in helping taxpayers is 
th at m ost people do not come with 
this simple task already performed 
and the deputy collector m ust take 
time to do that for him. 
Printed in the next column is a 
list of things the taxpayer should 
find out definitely before coming 
in for aid in filling out his income 
tax return. 
You Can Avoid Long Walt 
These facts are necessary in ar­ 
riving at the tax you owe and 
many people have to go home, get 
the information, come back, stand 
in line and go through the whole 
interviewing process a second time. 
So the second suggestion given 
by Mr. Myers is that you have that 
inform ation with you 
when you 
appear the first time. 
On Page 3 of the regular long 
form spaces are provided for list­ 
ing such item s as contributions, 
interest, taxes and losses. 
If you and your wife are filing 
separate returns, both m ust use 
the same type of form, Mr. Myers 
emphasized. 
For example, if a husband’s in­ 
come was more than $3,000 he 
must use the regular long form, 
No. 1040. T hat means that his wife 
also m ust use the regular form 
even though her income was less 
than $3,000. 
Parents Should Include Minors’ Pay 
The income of minor dependent 
children should 
be included on 
their parents’ tax return. 
Families should talk the mat 
ter over, the deputy collector sug­ 
gested, and the parent should not 
appear and include his child’s in 
come and also claim his as a de­ 
pendent if the child already has 
filed a return of his own. 
Mr. Myers said the m atter of 
"deductible expenses” 
(listed on 
the income tax return blank in 
"item I”) has caused bewilderment 
for many taxpayers. 
_ 
The deductions allowed in this 
ease, he explained, are for travel. 
inc expenses for business reasons, 
but not expenses in going to and 
from regular work. Tools, such as 
potters’ brushes and sponges, and 
other small articles not supplied 
by the employer can be included. 
Examples of items that cannot 
be claimed as deductions are bus 
drivers’ uniforms or work overalls. 
Nurses’ uniforms, used on conta­ 
gious disease cases, or safety shoes 
for war plant workers are examples 
that can be considered deductible 
expenses in this classification. 
When claiming deductions for 
medical expenses, Mr. Myers con­ 
tinued. it is necessary to list all 
expenses separately, setting forth

SALVAGE IN COUNTY'S 
INDUSTRIES ASCENDS 


Columbiana 
county’s 
Industrial 
scrap salvage rose 381.603 pounds 
during January over the Decent- 
ber collection, according to figures 
released today by the industrial 
scrap committee of the East Liv­ 
erpool Chamber of Commerce. 
The total during December was 
4.174.074 pounds of all types of 
metal salvaged 
from 45 of the 
county's manufacturing plants. In 
January, the figure rose to 4,655,- 
677 pounds. 
During January, which was one 
of the best months recorded re­ 
cently, large gains were shown in 
the collection of waste paper and 
of copper, brass and bronze sal­ 
vage over the December collections. 
The total January salvage by 
pounds follows: 
Iron and steel. 4,400.784; copper, 
brassy and bronze. 65.911; waste 
paper, 81.755, and miscellaneous 
scrap. 7,227 pounds. 
During December, waste paper 


salvage from the 45 firms totaled 
only 60,604 and copper, brass and 
bronze reached 26.613 pounds. Col­ 
lections In all other groups were

none showed such marked Increase 
as paper and bronze.

Advice On Selection
